Pack  the  soil  hard  about  the  roots  and  water 
the  bed  thoroughly,  so  it  is  soaked  to  the  bottom.  Culti¬ 
vate  very  shallow,  just  enough  to  keep  the  top  of  the 
ground  loose  and  mellow.  After  your  plants  have  started 
to  grow,  give  them  a  light  mulch  of  well-rotted  cow 
manure. 

Pruning  is  also  important  in  rose  growing  and  should 
be  done  every  season.  It  is  best  done  in  the  month  of 
February,  cutting  away  all  the  weak  and  dead  wood,  leav¬ 
ing  all  the  well  matured  strong  branches,  cut  back  to 
five  or  six  eyes.
